estine. Hanani was also convicted of 
slaying two Israelis, wounding two 
other Israelis and attempting to as- 
sassinate Jenin Mayor Abdallah 
Lahiouh. 

The soldiers who arrived at Beit 
Furik were met by hundreds of vil- 
lagers who had been alerted by 
youths on guard duty, local sources 
said. The villagers set up stone roud- 
blocks and “the force was surround- 
ed by crowds of rioters who threw 
bottles, cinderblocks and rocks,” 
according to an army spokesman. 

Two officers were injured by 
rocks, and when the remaining sol- 
diers were in a life-threatening situa- 
tion, they opened fire.

LONDON - A British parliamenta- 
ry group's trip to Iran, to win the 
freedom of British hostages in Leba- 
non, was under threat last night 
when Teheran denied inviting it. 

Three MPs — Cyril Townsend, 
Robert Hicks and Tom Clarke — and 
Liberal peer Lord Tordoff are 
scheduled to fly to Tran today, 
against the Foreign Office's wishes, 
following days of secret talks with 
Teheran. 

The group claims to have been 
invited by Iranian Speaker Ali Raf- 
sanjani, but officials in Teheran 
were last night said to be angrily 
dismissing this notion, and Rafsan- 
jani was reported to have denied 
issuing any invitation. 

The trip, sponsored by Archbish- 
op of Canterbury Dr. Robert Run- 
cie, has infuriated the Foreign Of- 
fice, which fears it might interfere 
with secret diplomatic efforts on be- 
half of Britain's three hostages - 
church envoy Terry Waite, journal- 
ist John McCarthy and lecturer Bri- 
an Keenan. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
stressed yesterday that the visit was 
“privately organized,” and that “we 
didn’t promote or sponsor it...We 
were not consulted beforehand.” 

The parliamentarians have also’ 
angered some of their colleagues,

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by UK expulsions

Israel is extremely displeased 
by Britain’s decision on Friday 
to expel an Israeli diplomat from 
London, but has apparently 
ruled out a tit-for-tat retaliation, 
officials in Jerusalem said last 
night. 

Nonetheless, a senior official 
said that the government is 
“considering ways” of express- 
ing its consternation at the deci- 
sion. “We don’t have to do the 
exact same thing,” he said. 

The diplomat, attache Arie Re- 
gev, was ordered to leave Britain 
following the exposure of what was 
reportedly a Mossad undercover op- 
eration. Regev, who has been in 
Britain since 1984 and was reported 
in the British press to have been the 
liaison between Mossad and British 
intelligence, was told to leave Brit- 
ain by the end of the month. 

Also expelled was the PLO's 
press officer in London, Zaki al- 
Hawa, a member of the Force 17 
security squad allegedly bebind last 
summer's murder in London of Pal- 
estinian cartoonist Ali al-Adhami. 

A well-placed source told The Je- 
rusalem Post last night that the 
“grave British action” was taken for 
“political reasons” and contradicts 
the British policy of “collaboration” 
with the “same agency” to which the 


expelled diplomat reportedly 
belonged. 

The source was referring both to 
the long-time cooperation between 
Israeli and British secret services, 
and to the fact that some of the 
information secured from the con- 
victed double-agent Sowan was 
passed on to British Intelligence. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said “we regret that Her Majesty's 
Government has seen fit to take the 
measure of expelling a staff member 
of the Israeli Embassy in London. 
We would like to state that Israel 
did not act against British interests." 


But Israel was even more in- 
censed with the symmetry drawn by 
Britain between itself and the PLO. 

The expulsions followed the con- 
viction at the Old Bailey last week 
of Ismail Hassan Sowan, a Palestin- 
ian who had infiltrated an armed 
PLO cell here, and gained the confi- 
dence of Force 17's “dedicated ter- 
rorist” Abder Rahmane Mustapha. 
on Mossad orders. He was arrested 
last August when his Hull flat was 
found to contain five locked suit- 
cases packed with arms belonging to 
Mustapha, and jailed for 11 years 
last Thursday. 

The Israeli Embassy here had 
been braced for a diplomatic protest 
over the Mossad operation, because 
British security sources have made it 
clear that Mossad failed to inform 
them that Mustapha was under ob- 
servation, and that he had large 


amounts of weaponry in the coun- 


The expulsion was announced in a 
terse statement issued by the For- 
eign Office on Friday which said a 
PLO “staff member™ and a member 
of Israel's “diplomatic staff" had 
been ordered out. 

The Israeli anger was directed not 
only at the similar treatment accord- 
ed the Israeli diplomat and the PLO 
representative in London, but also 
at the disparity between the accusa- 
tions Jevelled at the two. Israel. offi- 
cials said, had not concealed weap- 
ons on British soil and had not 
murdered al-Adhami. 

Israel's ambassador Yehuda 
Avner and the PLO’s London repre- 
sentative Faisal OQweidah had been 
summoned in turn to the Foreign 
Office to be reprimanded. As one 
Israeli source said, “it was as if the 
PLO's activities — smuggling arms’ 
into Britain and organizing a murder 
— were being paralleled with Israel’s 
undercover efforts to prevent ter- 
Torist action.” 

Israel and Britain had been in 
contact for several months via diplo- 
matic channels concerning Sowan’s 
revelations that he had worked with 
the Mossad. But, an official said 
yesterday, the public revelation of 
this fact in open court forced Britain 
to take action.

Trotsky 


MOSCOW (AP) - Leon Trotsky, 
the Jewish-born revolutionary re- 
viled for more than half a century as 
a Soviet traitor and arch-enemy of 
socialism, should be exonerated of 
criminal charges and his works re- 
printed for all, a historian said 
Friday. 

The call for a new look at Trotsky 
by Yuri Afanasyev, rector of the 
State Institute on Historical Ar- 
chives, runs directly counter to a 
central tenet of Soviet orthodoxy 
that fas stood unchailenged for 
more than half a century. 

It was one of the boldest sugges- 
tions to date under Communist Par- 
ty chief Mikhail Gorbachev's cam- 
paign for glasnost, which includes a 
more candid and critical treatment 
of the 70 years of Soviet history. 

Under glasnost, the Soviets are 
taking an increasingly negative view 
of the 29-year rule of dictator Josef 
Stalin, and rehabilitating prominent 
Communists who, like Trotsky, 
were wrongly branded traitors un- 
der Stalin and killed, imprisoned or 
exiled. 

By admitting that Trotsky was 
falsely accused of treason, the 
Kremlin would further discredit Sta- 
lin, whom Gorbachev has blamed 
for brutal political terror and for 
choking the development of socialist 
democracy that is one of the centre- 
Pieces of his reform drive. 

“We have to rehabilitate all those 
people who were repressed and who 
were accused on false evidence, and 
all those accused must be rehabili- 
tated,” Afanasyev told a govern- 
Ment-sponsored news conference. 
“And in line with those people is 

Afanasyev was careful to note 
that cleansing Trotsky's judicial re- 
cord did not mean an endorsement 
of his ideas. But even putting Trots- 
ky on an equal legal footing with 
other Stalin foes would be a startling 
novelty. 

Bors Lev Bronstein, the son of a 
prosperous Jewish farmer, Trotsky 
was a central figure in the 1917 Rus- 
sian Revolution and architect of the 
Red Army's victory over the 
counter-revolutionaries in the Rus- 
sian Civil War. 

He served successively as com- 
missar for foreign affairs and for 
war, but was bested by Stalin in 
Kremlin infighting following the 
death of Soviet founder Viadimir 
Lenin in 1924, and was forced out of 
the Communist Party in 1927.

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Dispute poses constitutional dilemma — Gerasimov 
Azerbaijan refuses to yield

MOSCOW - The parliament of the 
Soviet republic of Azerbaijan on 
Friday refused to give up the region 
of Nagorno-Karabakh, which the 
republic of Armenia claims should 
be annexed to it. 

The decision by the Supreme So- 
viet of Azerbaijan was expected be- 
cause the republic's presidium, or 
executive committee, already re- 
jected Armenia’s demand that Na- 
gorno-Karabakh be made part of 
Armenia. 

Inter-communal unrest over the 
Armenian demand fed to bloodshed 
in February, when 32 people, mostly 
Armenians, were killed in riots in 
the Azerbaijani city of Sumgait. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Gennady Gerasimov says the dis- 
pute poses a constitutional dilem- 
ma. Gerasimov told reporters that 
the dispute has taken the form of a 
“collision” between two articles of 
the Soviet constitution. 

One article requires that any terti- 
torial changes be approved by the 
republics involved and be ratified by 
the Supreme Soviet in Moscow. Be- 


cause Azerbaijan has refused to give 
its consent to the change. it appears 
that under this article, the central 
Supreme Soviet does not have to get 
involved. 

But Armenians cite another sec- 
tion of the constitution providing for 
“the free self-determination of na- 
tions and the voluntary association 
of equal Soviet Socialist Republics.” 

Gerasimov acknowledged it is not 
clear how the constitutional ques- 
tion can be resolved. 

Armenians consider the region 
part of their ancestral homeland. 
More than three-quarters of its 
160,000 residents are Armenians. 
Armenians are predominantly 
Christian. Most Azerbaijanis are 
Moslem. : 

Meanwhile, a local newspaper in 
Latvia has said that some people 
taking part in an official rally there 
last week in memory of late dictator 
Josef Stalin's victims called for inde- 
pendence for the Soviet Baltic re- 
public. 

The latest edition of the Latvian 
youth daily Sovierskaya Molodvozh 


laimed by Armenia 


to reach Moscow said slogans at the 
demonstration, attended by thou- 
sands in Riga included: “Free Lat- 
via,” “We demand an independent 
Latvia” and “SS equals KGB." 

“Until recently, such slogans 
would hardly have appeared on the 
streets and certainly not in the 
press,” said Sovietskaya Molo- 
dyozh, organ of the Latvian Young 
Communist League. “But glasnost 
(Kremlin leader Mikbail Gorba- 
chev’s policy of openness) calls for 
objectivity so that unbiased opin- 
ions can be formed,” it added. 

The Baltic states of Latvia, Esto- 
nia and Lithuania, independent be- 
tween the two world wars, were in- 
corporated into the Soviet Union 
under a secret agreement made with 
Nazi Germany in 1939. 

In Moscow yesterday, police de- 
tained at least two people at a dem- 
onstration for democracy, provok- 
ing a large crowd of onlookers to 
react with shouts of “fascists,” eye- 
witnesses said.

Austerity moves send Yugoslavs 
to the streets in angry protest 


BELGRADE (Reuter) — More than 
10,000 Yugoslavs demonstrated an- 
grily outside parliament on Friday. 
shouting “We want bread," and 
calling on the government to resign. 
It was the biggest workers’ protest 
ever seen on Yugoslav streets and 
was triggered by pay cuts and other 
austerity measures ordered by 
Prime Minister Branko Mikulic. 
Some 5,000 striking workers from 
the Zmaj tractor factory in Belgrade 
marched through the streets waving 
huge red banners and flags and pic- 
tures of the late Yugoslav leader 
Tito. At least 5,000 local people on 
their way home from work joined 


the crowd. 

The strike and protest, organized 
by the official trade union, was legal 
and registered in advance with po- 
lice. 

Deputy Prime Minister Janez 
Zemljaric and the President of Par- 
liament, Dusan Popvski, addressed 
the protesters on the steps of the 
parliament building. “I promise 
you your grievances will be taken 
into consideration,” Zemijaric said. 
But be was jeered and shouted 
down and looked shaken. 

“We want oo miore phrases.” 
workers shouted. “You have be- 
trayed Tito. You are thieves. Re- 


tum the villas you have-built. Re- 
turn the money you have stolen 
from the people. We want 
changes.” 

The Zmaj factory. across the Sava 
river in sew Belgrade, employs 
10,000 people and the firm was 
forced to cut wages by 30 per cent 
this month under a new wage con- 
trol law. 

The law was part of an austerity 
program launched by Mikulic under 
guidance of the International Mone- 
tary Fund, with which Yugoslavia 
has negotiated a financial rescue 
package to help keep up payments 
on its $21-billion debt. 


Brazil’s president fires his critical chief of staff 


RIO DE JANEIRO (Reuter) - 
President Jose Sarney, Brazil's first 
civilian leader after two decades of 
military government, has fired the 
armed forces chief of staff for criti- 
cizing economic policy.

“There is no such woman as the 
storybook witch," Chakrabarty told 
a news conference in Calcutta. 

“It is unthinkable that Jyoti Basu, 
leading ἃ Marxist government which 
believes neither in God nor the dev- 
il, should nonchalantly reel off fig- 


ures of the murders of innocent 
women as a piece of statistics.” 


CHAKRABARTY said she is the 
eastern high priestess of a Montreal- 
based coven, which she refused to 
identify further. 

She told reporters that she lived in 
the Canadian city when she was a 
young woman before returning to 
her parents’ home in Calcutta in 
1968 to complete her education. She 
majored in English literature and 
taught at a prestigious secondary 
school before her marriage. 

Her husband is a government offi- 
cial, but she prefers not to publicize 
his name and job utle for fear of 
repercussions. The couple has a 10- 
year-old daughter. 

“Witchcraft is not black magic, 
and it need not necessarily be evi.” 
Chakrabarty said. “It can be mis- 
used, but that depends on the practi- 
tioner. Any science can be evil if put 
into the wrong hands. 

“I, as the high priestess of a witch- 
es’ coven, claim that we have 
worked successfully for the benefit 
of individuals who have been suffer- 
ing from various disorders," she 
said. “We are not superwomen, but 
we have succeeded in helping where 
conventional science has failed.” 

Chakrabarty said witches use wa- 
ter, electrically charged by touch or 
rock quartz, to cure the sick. 

“Our touch can calm. Our eyes 
can comfort or impart energy if the 
need be so,” she said. “We believe 
that the powers we invoke from the 
outer elements charge us with a cer- 
tain strength, which can pass onto 
others."

Detroit lead Lakers Racke

LONDON - With sex-scandal crick- 
et captains and hooligan-hounded 
soccer stars dominating the British 
sporting headlines so far this sum- 
mer, even the traditionally digni- 
fied, strawberries-and-cream pro- 
ceedings at the All England Lawn 
Tennis and Croquet Club, Wimble- 
don, have attracted their share of 
ansavoury pre-tournament 
publicity. 

Wimbledon’s annual fortnight of 
tennis gets under way tomorrow af- 
térnoon, with defending champion 
Pat Cash in pride of place on the 
hallowed Centre Court. But an 
alarming growth in the black market 
for championship tickets has over- 
shadowed the more usual specula- 
tions over who is most likely to re- 
lieve Cash of his crown. 

Of the 300 or so umpires who take 
part in the tournament, it is estimat- 
ed that 150 have been selling their 
complimentary Centre Court tickets 
on the black market, in clear breach 
of All England Club and Umpires’ 
Association rules. © 

Last year, six umpires were 
caught selling some of the six pairs 
of seats they receive free as a “perk 
of the job”; five lost their ticket 
privileges, and the sixth was banned 
for umpiring. 

This year, the practice appears to 
have burgeoned ont of control, as 
umpires capitalize on the chance to 
make thousands of pounds from the 
sale of tickets with a face value of 
between £9 and £25. London ticket 
agencies admit openly to buying 
many of their tickets from umpires, 
reselling them at a handsome profit 
to spectators willing to pay £1.000 or 
more for seats at the men’s singles 
final. 

The All England Club has 
has introduced more efficient super- 
vision over ticket distribution, but 
the problem of umpires prepared to 
risk nsion for a handsome 
profit appears to be beyond control. 


The most the Umpires’ Associa- 
tion has done is to send out a note to 
its members, urging them not to al- 
low themselves “to be tempted to 
make a profit on your tickets. Wim- 
bledon expenses have been en- 
hanced this year for everybody. 
There should be no need for you to 
supplement them with ill-gotten 
pains,” 

If ampires' expenses have been 
increased, so to has players’ prize 
money, and the championships this 
year offer more than £2.5m. in total, 
with the men’s singles champion 
pocketing £165,000 and the ladies 
winner £148,500. 

Twenty years ago, when Wimble- 
don introduced prize money, the to- 
tal on offer was a mere £26,150. Rod 
Laver picked up £2,000 for his sin- 
ples win, Billie Jean King £750 for 

TS. 

Of course there’s than money to 
be gained at Wimbledon, the tour- 
nament still regarded as the circuit's 
most prestigious. 

Pat Cash's jubilant ascension of 
the terraces last year, to hug his 
family and his coach in the lofty 
guest-box, compared to previous 
champions’ mere celebratory leaps 
over the net or going down on their 
knees to thank their gods, is still 
fresh in the memory. Cash is confi- 
dent that he’s an even better player 
this year, and that he can take the 
crown again. 

“Til have a different attitude at 
Wimbledon this year,” he says. “I 
feel I can do it now. I didn’t feel that 
last year. There'll be a lot of eyes on 
me, I know. Bat on the other hand, 
there'll be a lot of eyes on John 
McEnroe as well.” 

Indeed there will, and the new, 
calm, matured McEnroe, who 
missed Wimbledon for the past two 
years, has been granted a good shot 
at the title by the championship 
seeding committee. ᾿

Here too is the elegant French- 
man Henri Leconte, the bane of Is- 
rael, who overcame Bloom and 
Mansdorf in successive rounds last 
year. And, lo and behold, Mans- 
dorf, seeded 15, can expect to come 
up against Leconte for a place in the 
final eight. 


Mansdorf and Bloom were both 
going well last year before they met 
Leconte, sailing smoothly through 
their first round encounters without 
dropping a set. Theo Mansdorf went 
down to the Frenchman in five sets, 
having conceded the first two with- 
out really getting his game together 
at all. The next day, Bloom, who 
had won 8 tough five-setter over 
Martin Laurendeau in the second 
round, provided an easy, straight- 
sets victim for Leconte. 

They'll be hoping to go a little 
further this year, but Mansdorf, who 
opens up against a young Yugoslav 
qualifier, pulled a muscle in the Stel- 
la Artois, and spent much of his 
time on court loudly bemoaning his 
fuck, and cursing and muttering un- 
der his breath. 


Martina’s tip — Navratilova’s the favourite 


EASTBOURNE (AP) -- With a cool 
breeze blowing in from the English 
Channel, Martina Navratilova com- 
pleted her preparations for the de- 
fence of her Wimbledon title yester- 
day and said she was raring to go. 

“Right now, ['d put money on 
me,” the 31-year-old American said 
as she beat Natalia Zvereva 6-2, 6-2 
to win the $250,000 Pilkington Glass 
championship, Wimbledon’s key 
women’s warmup event. 

“Pm happy with my attitude. I've 
concentrated well all week. I 
haven't really been hurt by any- 
body,” Navratilova, who is going for 
a record ninth Wimbledon women’s 
-singles crown, said. 

It was her sixth tournament title of the 
year. 


“It’s a good omen,” said Navratilova, 
who has gone on to win Wimbledon ev- 
ery time she has reached the final at 
Eastbourne on the English south coast. 
“This time last year I hadn't won a titie 
but I still won Wimbledon.” 

At the men’s Grand Prix tournament 
in Bristol, West German Christian Sa- 
ceanu, who is known to Israclis after 
three visits here and for having reached 
the Jerusalem Challenger Series final in 
1987 where he lost to Shahar Perkis, won 
his first Grand Prix title yesterday when 
he beat Indian No. 1 Ramesh Krishnan 
6-4, 2-6, 6-2 in the final of pre-Wimble- 
don grasscourt tournament. 


Third seed Krishnan, denied the 
chance to emulate his father, Raman- 
athan, who won the title in 1959, admit- 
ted: “Christian was just too strong for 
me today.” The 19-year-old Saceanu, 


appearing in a Grand Prix final for only 
the Second time, said, “It's nice to see 
my name on the winner's list at last.” 

At the invitation tournament in West 
Kirby, John McEnroe's warm-up for 
Wimbledon ended 2 round earlier than 
the American had hoped on Friday, with 
a 3-6, 64, 6-2 loss to South African 
Christo van Rensburg in the semi-finals 
of the Wirral International grass-court 
tournament. 


McEnroe, playing on English grass 
courts for the first time since losing in the 
Wimbledon quarter-finals three years 
ago, said he was pleased with his pro- 
gfess and vowed to do befter once at 
‘Wimbledon. 


Van Rensburg was yesterday beaten 7- 
6, 6-4 by fourth-seeded American David 
Pate in the final of the tournament.

FRANKFURT - The Soviet Union 
clinched their place in the semi-fin- 
als of the European Soccer Champi- 
onship finals when they beat En- 
gland 3.1 with a performance of 
almost disdainful ease yesterday. 
The Netherlands, on the other 
hand, had a very tough fight on their 
hands before they beat the lowly 
rated Irish 1-0 through a lucky goal 
seven minutes from time. 

On a hot afternoon in the Wald- 
stadion, the impressive Soviet side 
took control after only two minutes 
through midfielder Sergei Aleini- 
kov. conceded an unexpected equa- 
liser by Tony Adams, but swept to 
victory with further goals from 
Alexet Mikhailichenko and substi- 
tute Viktor Pasulko. 

England, beaten by Ireland, the 
Netherlands and the Soviet Union. 
will fly home today with the abuse of 
their own fans ringing in their ears 
following another abject perfor- 
mance. It seems clear that the En- 
glish stars for many years are now 
too old to hold their own against the 
speed, accuracy. ball control and 
mutual understanding of the Euro- 
pean teams. At times the English 
seemed to be incapable of control- 
ling the ball or passing it to anyone 
but an opponent. Their tactical 
change of pushing Glenn Hoddle 
into a free attacking role proved to 
be a disaster. It seems that Bobby 
Robson will have to build up ἃ com- 
pletely new young team.

LONDON (Reuter) - A Gordon

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The art of demagogy 


WHEN former prime minister and Herut leader Menachem 
Begin returned to Jerusalem from the successful Camp David 
summit conference nearly ten years ago, the cheers of hun- 
dreds of wellwishers who welcomed him were marred by 
several dozen Likud-Herut and Gush Emunim members whe 
greeted him with black umbrellas bearing signs Chamberlain- 


A Herut city councilman interrupted Begin’s address with 
shouts accusing him of having sold out the ideals of those who 
had followed him for 30 years and of having sacrificed Israel's 
peace the way Chamberlain brought 
peace in 1938. People then too shouted for joy, but it was a 
fools’ joy,” the Herut councilman Gershon Salomon charged. 

As it were, Mr. Begin mustered a two-thirds majority in the 
Knesset for the Camp David peace accords with the support of 
the then Labour Alignment opposition, as well as a number of 
other left of centre opposition factions. But 16 Knesset mem- 
bers of the Likud faction of 45 MKs either voted against or 
{ abstained, in outright defiance of their venerated leader who 

had paved the way for a peace treaty with Egypt and for 
autonomy for the Palestinians in the West Bank and in the 
Gaza Strip. These 16 Likud rebels included a number of 
prominent Herut leaders such as Yitzhak Shamir, Moshe 
Arens. Yoram Aridor and Ehud Olmert. 

Now, nearly ten years later, the Likud is attempting to apply 
the Chamberlain syndrome to the Labour Party and its chair- 
man, Vice Premier and Foreign Minister Shimon Peres. Depu- 
ty Minister Ronni Milo, a close confidant of Prime Minister 
Shamir, who is in charge of the information and propagan 
drive in the Likud election campaign headquarters, has de- 
vised a video tape which is to instruct party activists how best 
to tackle their main political opponents in the Labour Party. 

The main target is, of course, Mr. Peres and the internation- 
al Middle East peace conference which he advocates. In order 
to drive the message home of the dangers inherent in such 
{ peace negotiations, Mr. Milo and his supposedly truly patriotic 

media advisers have drawn a parallel to the infamous Munich 
conference in which then British prime minister Chamberlain 
caved in to Hitler’s demands for the Sudetenland, eventually 
abandoning Czechoslovakia to Nazi rule, claiming that he had 
thus brought peace to Europe. 

There is apparently no limit to demagogic propaganda, 
particularly when it is to serve a party with outright nationalist 
aims. This video tape is only a harbinger of the kind of election 
campaign the Likud is preparing for us during the next four 
months. Following the same line, Industry and Trade Minister 
Ariei Sharon charged on Friday that the Labour Party was no 
longer the kind of Zionist party of pioneers who truly served 
the interests of the nation and of the country as it did under the 
leadership of David Ben-Gurion. Not a single Labour Party 
leader can claim any affinity to Ben-Gurion’s teachings, Shar-

the incident at Brukin began when 
troops stopped vehicles and ordered 
drivers to remove Palestinian flags 
hoisted in the village. Villagers re- 
sponded by raising a flag on the 
local school, and when the soldiers 
ordered other drivers to remove it, 
stones were thrown in the school 
area. Soldiers entered the village 
and a clash ensued, in which troops 
opened fire and wounded four per- 
sons, the sources said. 

Confrontations between troops 
and protesters. including pupils, 
were reported ia several West Bank 
locations yesterday. Schools were 
reopened after a brief closure by the 
Civil Administration. The day had 
deen designated a day of “confron- 
tation” with troops in the latest leaf- 
let of the underground leadership of 
the uprising. 

Troops broke up a pupils’ protest 
march in Ramaltah and clashed with 
protesters in the city and in neigh- 


bouring al-Bireh. Soldiers used rub- 
ber bullets and tear gas to break up a 
protest by pupils at a girls school in 
al-Khadr, and the school was or- 
dered closed, local sources said. 


Troops Thursday night sealed 
four homes in Jericho belonging to 
seven men arrested on suspicion of 
planning and taking part in petrol 
bomb attacks on IDF vehicles and 
Israeli cars in the area in April. The 
sealings brought to 16 the number of 
homes demolished and sealed in a 
24-hour period in reponse to petrol 
bomb attacks in the West Bank. 

OC Central Command Amram 
Mitzna told Israel Radio on Friday 
that the sealings were “a powerful 
deterrent action, to signal and clari- 
fy that we will do everything and 
take all measures to stop this phe- 
nomenon of petrol bombs, which

Apart from the explusion of Re- 
gev. it has emerged that another 
Israeli diplomat. Jacob Barad, was 
barred from Britain last October. 
He was reported in the British press 
to have been ἃ Mossad “handler”, 
controlling a surveillance operation 
on Mustapha’'s activities here that 
extends back several years. 

Nonetheless. most officials in Je- 
rusalem do not believe that the ex- 
pulsion will have long-term effects 
on British-Israeli relations. One se- 
nior official said last night that 
“even though this is a very irregular 
Occurrence. we have to wake up to- 
morrow and behave as if it never 
happened,” 

The Israeli Embassy expressed its 
“regret that Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment saw fit to take measures 
against a member of this embassy of 
the kind adopted,” and stressed that 
the Mossad's work here “did not act 
against any British interests.” 

An embassy official said later that 
“our motivation was solely the 
strugele against terror.” 

Whiichall sources believed the 
expulsion of a friendly country’s dip- 
fomat. for “activities incompatible 
vith his status”. was unprecedent- 
ed. 

Mustapha. a PLO “major” who 
had been living here on and off since 
1983, was reportedty being watched 
by two Mossad agents -- Sowan and

was deported to Israel late last sum- 
mer after questioning by British 
police. 

Suspected of involvement in the 
1986 killings at Larnaca of three Is- 
raelis on a yacht, and in an abortive 
1970 hijack attempt at Munich, 
Mustapha was expelled from Britain 
in April 1987, but returned here un- 
der a false name in July, allegedly to 
plan al-Adhami's murder. 

He fled the country to Cyprus the 
day after the killing, and his where~ 
abouts are unknown. Britain has a 
warrant out for his arrest. 

Britain’s “extreme displeasure” 
with Mossad stems from its apparent 
failure to inform the security ser- 
vices that Mustapha had come back 
to Britain in July, and that he was 
holding arms here. But it has been 
reported here that Israel has denied 
knowledge of either the arms or of 
Mustapha’s retura. 

;,in the course of his trial, 
said his Mossad bosses had ordered 
him to try to locate Mustapha’s arms 
cache in 1985 or 1986, and that he 
had told Mossad while on holiday in 
Israel last July that he was storing 
Mustapha’s suitcases. He claimed, 
however, never to have realized that 
the arms were in the cases Mustapha 
had {eft him for safekeeping. 

British security sources claim, 
however, that Mossad agents actual- 
ly searched through the arms cache 
in Sowan's flat. They add that even 
after the al-Adhami murder, when 
they were seeking to trace Musta- 
pha, Mossad refused to cooperate in 
their investigations, and would not 
hand over false and other 
documents of Mustapha’s that 
would have assisted their inquiries.

THE OTHER DAY a young man 
who recently served in the territo- 
ries gave an extremely moving and 
sensitive talk in our synagogue 
about his personal reaction to his 
service. Since neither I nor anyone 
in my immediate family has under- 
gone this experience, hearing this 
description was important in helping 
to understand what our soldiers are 
going through. 

‘The young man told of his work in 
enforcing curfews and the closing 
down of towns in which he had to 
make decisions as to who could 
feave and who could not. How does 
one judge who is telling the truth 
and who is lying? More important, 
how does one keep one’s humanity 
when faced with these situations? 

He spoke of a woman holding a 
child who was trying to leave her 
house and he repeatedly ordered 
her back. Finally he understood that 
the woman was saying “doctor...” 
and, looking at the infant, he real- 
ized that the child was indeed iil. 
How could he not have seen that 
before? Yet, as he told the stories, it 
became clear that in such situations 
it was impossible not to act brutally, 
not to respond with violence to situ- 
ations in which one was placed be- 
fore impossible choices. 

Can soldiers be stoned, laughed 
at, cursed and generally treated to 
humiliating experiences and danger- 
ous ones, and not lose control? Two 
temarks he made were especially

telling. He said that the IDF is not 
an occupation army. It is not built 
for that and not capable of it, and 
yet that is the role it is being forced 
to play. (Perhaps that is what the 
Chief of General Staff is telling us 
when he says that the situation re- 
quires a political solution and not a 
military one.) Then he said that he 
came out of reserve duty considera- 
bly more violent than he was when 
be went in. 

My friend took no political stand 
in his talk. 11 was a human document 
which undoubtedly could be dupli- 
cated by thousands who have had to 
undergo this, though not all can ar- 
ticulate it or even understand it as 
he could. But listening to him, I 
could not help but draw what. to 
me, seem to be the only logical con- 
clusion: the search for peace 
through a political solution or 
compromise.

HATCHET JOB

Sir, - As I am no economist, I will 
not presume to argue with Pinhas 
Landau about his views on econom- 
ic reform, but there are some very 
peculiar statements in his hatchet 
Job on the Labour Party and. in 
particular, on Economics Minister 
Gad Ya’acobi (May 27), which he 
might care to explain for the benefit 
of such interested, but ignorant, lay- 
men as myself. 

If we are to abandon industries 
like textiles and citrus, what are we 
to do with the townships and villages 
that depend on them? Are the alter- 
natives readily available, or are we 
to abandon these places as well, and 
transfer and rehouse their popula- 
tions (presumably in the Tel Aviv 
area, where the investors, no longer 

by the “stupid and often 
corrupt government...officials,” will 
no doubt prefer to locate their 
enterprises)? 

If we are to adopt the principles of 
Reganomics and Thatcherite neo- 
capitalism, should we not also ex- 
pect the kind of unemployment 
which seems to be an inseparable 
accompaniment of these systems? 
How much unemployment does 
Landau think acceptable for Israel? 

How does he reconcile the ‘phe- 
nomenal™ success of the govem- 
ment’s economic policy under Fi- 
nance Minister Nissim with the 
starving of education, health ser- 
vices, universities and scientific re- 
search? Is the object of economic 
policy only to make profits for 
shareholders, or is it, first and fore- 
most, to enable the population to 
maintain a decent standard of living 
and enjoy the public services expect- 
ed in a modem state? 

Does he support Nissim’s policy 

of reducing taxation on the well-to- 
do in the ee that, after buying a 
new car, spending an expensive holi- 
day abroad, and moving to a more 
luxurious villa, the beneficiary will 
invest some of the money he is left 
with in some new productive 
enterprise? 
_ Things get curiouser and cur- 
jouser, however, when Landau ven- 
tures to step outside the bounds of 
his particular expertise and pontifi- 
cates on the political aspect of the 
matter. “The most blatant evidence 
of Labour's barrenness on the eco- 
nomic front,” he proctaims, is that it 
doesn't yet have a candidate for the 
post of finance minister. 
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Where on earth did Landau get 
his ideas about election tactics? 
Have Mr. Dukakis and Mr. Bush, 
who also face elections in Novem- 
ber, announced their candidates for 
secretary of state. secretary of the 
treasury, etc.? j 

In today’s Israel, where it is any- 
one’s guess what kind of coalition 
will be possible after November, 
Mr. Peres would be foolish to make 
any promises at this stage. In 1981, 
he took the advice of the pundits 
and tried to pick his ministers of 
finance and defence in advance, and 
got nothing but trouble as a result. 


Landau’s greatest blunder comes 
when he gets to his personal attack 
on Ya'‘acobi. “ΝΟ one else™ but 
Ya'acobi, Landau says, “can take 
...Seriously” his claim to be the nat- 
ural candidate for finance minister. 
He does not tell us what exhaustive 
poll he has carried out to back this 
sweeping allegation but the front 
page of the same issue of The Post 
carries the report that the Labour 
Party’s central committee voted 
Ya‘acobi into fourth place, ahead of 
any other Labour minister expect 
Shoshana Arbeli-Almoslino. And 
since he is hardly a candidate for the 
foreign or defence portfolio it seems 
fairly obvious in what department 
he earned this outstanding vote of 
confidence.
